Eupora, Miss., June 26.—Star-
ling Donham, a negro; wanted on
the charge of eriminally assaulting,
the 14-year-old daughter of John
Wilson, & white map, near Bell-
fountain, two weeks ago, and at-
tempting criminally to assault
three young ladies named Duonn
near this city, all during the course
of the same day, was hanged in the
public equare here today by a mob.

The nooss was placed about the
negro’s neck by the little Wilson
girl, who positively identified him
a8 her agsailant. The negro was
then placed on the back of a horse,
and at a gignsl from the leader of
the mob the little Wileon girl led
the horee from under him.

Over 3,000 persons, white and
black, witnessed the hanging. The
lynching was ae orderly ss a legal
execution. After being aseured that
the negro was dead, the mob cut
down the body and turned it over
to relatives for burial.

Donham was captored Friday
pnear Vienna, Ala., after a runoing
chase, during which he was twice
wounded. He was bronght here
last night by the sheriff of this,
Wilson, county. A large mob met
the train at the depot and an effort
was made to get the negro, but the
officers epirited him away and car-
ried him to jail at Walthall, aix
miles from hers, where the party
was again met by a mob of determ-
ined men, who said their intention
was to born Donham,

The officer in charge of the ne-
gro succeeded in prevailing dpon
the mob to give up this intention,
but only after promising t» deliver
the negro to the mob this moroping
for execution. There was a strong
saptiment for burniog, but this was
overcome, and the lynching tock
the firm of & banging.

Duanbam stoutly maintained his
innicence to the last and denied
tha: e had ever sesn the Wilson
girl. He admitted having visited
Dunn's place, but deried any bad
motive, His last remarks were
ma'e to 200 negroes, who were as
sem . ed about tbe plece of execu-
tio~. Dunham telling them.never to
goa out a white man’s houge when
won en were at home slone.

Tne three Dunn sisters, the eld-
est of whom is less than 18 years
old, witnees=d the lynching from a
distance,
